Fall P.ivek, Mass., Aug. n.— Andrew 
J. Borden, president of the Union 
Dime Saving* bank, nnd his wife were 
butchered in broad daylight Thursday. 
The bodies were found in their resi- 
dence, No. m Second street, at 1 1 o'clock 
Thursday morning. Hanker I'.ordcn 
was 70 years of age, hale, hearty, ami it 
was his custom to return home from the 
bank at about 10:80 a. m. and take a 
nap before his noonday menL In the 
house with him lived two daughters by 
Mr. Borden's first wife, one of whom. 
Emma, is away from home on a visit, 
and the other, Elizabeth, was at home 
Thursday in the house where she was 
suddenly and horribly orphaned.

any noise, no outcry; no blood-stained 
murderer was seen leaving the place; 
people were passing in the street, and 
the folks next door had seen no one 
enter or leave the Borden residence. 

The weapon used is missing. The 
wounds show that it was a hatchet. 
The first of the blows, and there were 
many on the head of the victim, were 
from the edge of the hatchet, and the 
finishing blows were with the back of 

it 

During the morning Mrs. Borden re- 
ceived a postal card asking her to call 
upon some friend who was ill. She did 
not go out, but stayed at home. The 
servant girl, Bridget Sullivan, who was 
down stairs when Mr. Borden came in 
and said something about not feeling 
well He changed his street coot for a 
more comfortable house coat, and laid 
down on the lounge in the sitting room. 
Bridget then went up-stairs to the 
third story to wash the windows and 
knew nothing of the tragedy until 
called down-stairs by the daughter 
Elizabeth. Elizabeth was also down- 
stairs when her father came in. Ami, 
after greeting him, she went into the 
back yard to attend to some gardening. 
She said she had been there but a few 
moments when she thought she heard 
groans in the sitting-room. She went 
in and found her father murdered She 
screamed for help and when the neigh- 
bors came in she fainted. The next 
inquiry was for Mrs. Borden, Why 
was she not down in the sitting-room'.' 
Wu she out or wns she asleep? 

Elizabeth hurried upstairs to her 
mother's room, where she saw the bank- 
er's wife lying face downward on the 
floor, dead, with her faoe and bead cov- 
ered with frightful wounds. 

At a late hour Thursday night police 
suspicions rest upon persons who were 
in the family circle, particularly on 
John W. Morse, the brother-in-law of 
Mr. Borden by his first marriage; also 
on the daughter Lizzie, who first dis- 
covered the body of the father. Morse 
came here from Hastings, la., two 
years ago. He became very Intimate 
with Mr. Borden and the lattcr's

of England, and contrasting their condi- 
tion with that of our own people under 
Protection to American industry. Wil- 
liam C. Sanford. a well-known citizen of 
Amsterdam, N. Y.. who is now in Eu- 
rope, has discovered that while the in- 
come of the British workman is far below 
the American standard, goods here are 
cheaper than in Loudon, quality for 
quality. Mr Sanford, writing from Lon- 
don to a friend on July With, said: 
"Kents and labor are very low. A boy 
told me his mother's rent for a little cot- 
tage and two acres of laud was eighteen 
pence per week. Servants receive only 
about twenty shilling, or ftS, per mouth 
and board The stableman at the Bed 
ford Arms Hotel told me he only received 
twenty tour shillings, or #0 per month 

The icnt is low, but after they have 
their houses for almost nothing, then 
thev tire unable to get anything to do, 
which leaves them badly off. Cheap 
rent and low wages with nothing to do 
at that As to the cost of clothes, etc , I 
rind everything is as dear if not dearer 
than in the United States. Me ,t 
is very dear, also shoes, clothes and cot 
ton cloths, linens and tin goods. Aleck 
Miles, who is with me. suvs he can buy a 
better s.uit of clothes in "New York for 
$15 than he CM here for three pounds. 
The more expensive and riner classes of 
fabrics are cheaper here, but us the labor- 
ing man never uses them, here or in 
the United States, it does not help or 
hurt him.

Fresno, Cal., Aug. R.— The sooth- 
bound night express, leaving San Fran- 
cisco at ,V.30 p. m., wns held up by rob- 
bers between ttoUlndk and Pratton. 
The sum contained in the moaeenger's 
safe is thought to have been between 
f.M,iH)0 atwl 850, OW). Several deputy 
sheriffs from southern eountieis of the 
state are stated to have been on board 
the train, but no resistance wae offered 
to the robbers. 

Two robbers boordud the tender as 
the train was pulling out of Collla, 
about liftoen miles west of Fresno. 
They covered the engineer and fireman 
with double-barreled shot guns, and 
commanded that orders be obeyed un- 
der penalty of death. When the train 
passed Ro'llinda station, the engineer 
was ordered to stop. The fireman was 
ordered t<, touch ,-ff with the light of a 
cigar the fuse of a dynamite cartridge 
which the roblx'rs placed on the piston 
of the driving-wheel on the left-hand 
side of the locomotive. The ex- 
plosion was terrific, breaking the pis- 
ton rod, and partially disabling the en- 
gine. The robbers ordered the engi- 
neer to get off the train, and walk 3 
short distance akmg the track, while 
they proceeded to bombard the two 
doors <>f the expreaa car by exploding 
dynamite cartridges, about eight in all, 
which tore IT ' 
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Middlesboroiigh Town Land Company to
